on the Judiciary having made the investigation au- 
thorizea by the resolution adopted by the House of 
Representatives Jan. 7, 1879, requiring them 
to inquire into the official conduct of the Hon. 
Henry W. Blodgett. United States District Judge 
for the Northern District of Lilinois, ana report 
what action, if any, the House should take therein, 
would respectfully report that, during the taking of 
the testimony herewith submitted, Judge Blodgett, 
and Messers. Cooper, Knickerbocker, and Sheldon, 
upon whose memorial the resolution cited above 
was introduced and adopted, were present in per- 
son and with counsel. Both parties were permitted 
to introduce evidence and testimony; the most 
liberal latitude was allowed to each on the exam- 
ination of witnesses, tothe end that every fact 
bearing directly or indirectly upon the subject un- 
der consideration might be clearly ascertained, in 
order to facilitate the investigation as much as pos- 
sible. However, to enable the Committee to con- 
fine the testimony within reasonable limits, and 
present it to the House in something like a sys- 
tematic form, the memorialists were requested to 
present these charges and specidcatione in writing, 
which was accordingly dome, and copies thereof 
delivered to Judge Blodgett, with the request that 
be would file a written answer thereto if such 
answer should be deemed by him necessary or de- 
sirable.

It appears from the evidence in relation to this 


charge that in the years 1873 and 1874 
the estate of the Germania Insurance Com- 
pany was pending im bankruptcy before 
Judge Blodgett; that among the assets in the bands 
of the Assignee, William Yocke, there were sever- 
al notes wkich had deen executed by stockholders 
of the Company for stock held by them respective- 
ly, and among them two on one A. C. Hesing, 
amounting, principal and interest, to near the sum 
of $20,000, which were secured by a pledge of 170 
shares, of $100 each, of the stock of another cor- 
poration known as the /ilinois Staals-Zeitung 
Company; that these several stockholders were also 
policy-holders in the Germania Insurance Com- 
pany, who insisted that they had suffered losses 
eovered by their respective policies, and their pol- 
icies

against them in that District Court for the North-

It appears also that at the same time Mr. Vocke, 
the Assignee, presented a petition to Judge Blod- 
gett asking permission to sella number of other 
notes, collaterals, and judgments which were 
among the assets of the Germania Insurance Com- 
pany, and regarded by him as desperate, in which, 
however. no reference was made to the claim 
against Ilesing. and asking the Court to prescribe 
the mode in which they should be sold, upon 
which the Judge made the following indorse- 
ment: Enter order that Assignee sell the witt- 
in- named claims at public auction; notices ten 
days in Journal and Jater-Ocean. H. W. B.“ 
Which order was subsequently entered of record. 
It appears, moreover, that a minute of the last 
mentioned order was entered with the proceedings 
of that day’s business on page 25 of the Vlerk’s 
minute-book, while a minute of the one first men- 
tioned appears on page 24, facing page 25, under 
the heading. Tuesday. April 7, continued.” It 
also appears thatthe law reporters of the daily 
newspapers in Chicago were in the habit of 

CONSULTING THIS MINUTE-BOOK 
every evening after the business hours of the 
court, and of publishing a report of the various 
orders appearing therein in their respective jour- 
nals the following morning. 

In addition to this, it appears that there was pub- 
lished atthat time inthe City of Chicago a paper 
called the Chicago Hair Law Bullelia, 
devoted exclusively to the daily publication 
of the various orders entered and other 
proceedings had in all courts ef record, State and 
Federal, in that city, together with bills of sale. 
chattel mortgages, ete., recorded, and that the 
compiler of that publication was not only in the 
habit of examining the minute-book referred to 
above twice each day, at noon and about 5 o'clock 
p. m.. and of publishing the various orders there- 
in found in the next day's issue, but he was also in 
the habit of looking back through the proceedings 
of the previous days in order to be sure that he had 
overlooked or omitted nothing that had been done; 
vet, while each of the daily newspapers as well as 
the Lew Bulletin contained an order direct- 
ing the Assignee of the Germania’ Insurance 
Company to sell the desperate assets in 
hie nanas at public auction, there was no notice 
or intention whatever in any of them that an order 
had been made for the Assignee to soiicit bids for 
the Hesing notes ana the Siaats-Zeitung stock 
pledged to secure the same at private sale. 

It furthermore apoears that Mr. Vocke, the As- 
signee, 

ADDRESSED A CIRCULAR LETTER, 

dated on the same day on which the order was made, 
to various parties, informing them that he had been 
ordered by the Court to sell at private sale two 
notes, one for $10,000, dated Sept. 16, 1859, and 
the other for $5,000, dated Jan. 30, 1870, both 
executed by A.C. Hesing, due on demand, and bear- 
ing interest at the rate of 10 per cent per annum, 
secured by the pledge of 170 shares of stock in the 
lilinois Staate-Zeilung Company, and soliciting 
bida for the notes and collaterals. The evidence 
shows, however, that the Ji/inois Staats- Zeitung 
Company had paid dividends on its stock of 25 per 
centin April, 1872, and 5 per cent additional 
in July of the same year, 15 per cent ia Jan- 
ary, 1873, and 20 percent in January, 1874, and 
that Mr. Vocke was a stockholder in the Company, 
and drew his dividends as such at the time stated; 
yet no allusion was made in his circular letter to 
the dividends paid by the Company as affecting the 
value of the stock he proposed to sell. 

It further appears that the Assignee recieved re- 
plies to his circular letter from L. J. Gage, Cashier 
of the First National Bank, who declined to make 
a bid, on the round that his bank 
never advanced upon the stock of close 
corporations, such stock being generally 
found unsalable in the Open market; 
from George Schneider, Cashier of the National 
Bank of Illinois, who also declined to bid, on the 
grounds of Hesing's embarrassments. the notes 
being past due, and a want of acquaintance with 
the value of the collateral; from R. E., Goodell. 
President of the Fourth National bank, who de- 
clined to bid on the ground that the Bank had as 
much of Mr. Hesing’s paper as it cared to hold, 
that past-due paper was a hard thing to sell, and, 
upon inquiry outside, he 

THOUGHT 30 PER CENT 
on the face of the notes was the best price that 
could be had for them; from W. F. Coolbaugh, 
President of the Union National Bank, who aiso 
declined to bid, but gave it as his opinion that a 
sale for 50 cents on the dollar would be a good and 
judicious one; from Baird & Bradley, loan and 
real estate agents, who did not care to buy the 
notes of Mr. Hesing at any price; from Feisenthal 
& Kozmineky, bankers, who declined to bid, be- 
cause they knew nothing of the value 
of the stock, and had no means of in- 
forming themselves upon that point 
to their satisfaction; from Adolph Loeb, broker, 
who declined to tid, onthe ground that he never 
bought overdue paver, but stated that, if he did 
buy such paper, he would not want to pay over 
$6, 000 for the notes and securities offered; 
FROM JACOB REHM, 
who offered $4,500, adding that he knew Mr. 
Hesing was greatly embarrassed by having indorsed 
a large amount of paper for the bankrupt Garden 
City Manufacturing and Supply Company, and that 
it would be a long time before he would 
be in a condition to -meet his liabilities; 
from William Sisson, who offered $3,750 for the 
notes and stock; from J. M. Witherell, who offered 
$4,500; from Henry Greenevaum, who, after stat- 
ing that he considered the notes and stock as very 
andesiravle property, offered 85, 000 for an abso- 
late transfer of the notes and stock: from 8. 
Florsherm, who declined to bid. On the 16th of 
April the Assignee submitted to Judge Blodgett 
his report, accompanied by the several letters 
above referred to, upon which the Judge made 
THE FOLLOWING INDORSEMENT: 

„ Euter order that notes and securities be sold 
for $5,000, uniess objections are filed by Monday 
morning. H. W. B.“ The report thus indorsed 
was filed at 3 p. m. April 16, and the Judge's

notes to Hesing, and retained the stock until the 
$5,000 advanced by him was refunded. In 4 
word, that Hesing was the real purchaser, and 
Greenebaum merely his instrument. A8 to the 
facts thas far stated there can be neither doubt 
nor dispute, but as to the real value of the stock 
hypothecated by Mr. Hesingas security for his 
notes there may be some contrariety of opinion. 
It is true that the J!linots Staats- Zeitung Company 
wasaclose corporation, and that the amount of 
its dividends might have nded to a great ex- 
tent upon the integrity of who controlled the 
majority of the stock; yet, when it is considered that 
the capital stock of this corporation was at that 
time, as the evidence shows, but $179, 000; that it 
owned alot of ground worth then $80. 000, inde- 
pendent of the building and machinery thereon, 
costink, according to the testimony of Mr. Her- 
mann Raster, $225,000. incumbered by a mortgage 
of only $75, 000, besides the good-will of a news- 
paper with the largest circulation of any paper 
published in the German language west of the Alle- 
gheny Mountains, with a franchise in the Asso- 
ciated Press worth $25, 000 or more; that the float- 
ing debt of the Company was not over $100, 000, 
net earnings for the year 1872 
were, according to the evidence of Mr. Pietsch, 
the Secretary, $85,682.21, and for the year 1873, 
$60, 256.98; that the dividends declared were in 
April, 1872, 25 percent; January, 1873, 15 per 
cent, and January, 1873, 20 percent, and espe- 
cially when it is remembered that the 170 shares in 
question belonged to a series, when the whole 
capital stock was only $104,000 or $106,000. and 
really represented 263 of the 790 sb of capital 
stock, and that Hestag actua received 
$9,630 in dividends en the shares in 1872, 
$5,380 in 1873, and about 52.

Well, I told the jury 
that after they had declined to go into court, and 
had accepted my statement as coming from the 
Court, I told the jury the conversation that I had 
had, and then Mr. Willing arose (I think it was 
Mr. Willing), and said to me, Under all the 
circumstances, if the jury · desire that indictment 
presented, would you feel it your official duty to 
withhola it?” I said I] should.” 

Discarding the statement of Judge Biodgett, 
which does not ma conflict with the vague 
and indefinite recoilection of Mr. Bangs as exhib- 
ited in the foregoing. extract from his testimony, 
and which would seem the more reasonable of the 
two, when Mr. Bangs’ own incertitude and eu- 
dent anxiety to elicit the opinions of Judge Trum- 
bull, Judge Lawrence, and Mr. Ayer are re- 
called, ’ : 

WHAT FACTS ARE DISCLOSED?” 

First—That Judge Blodgett informed the Dis- 
trict Attorney that he had advisea Mr. Hibbard 
that a proper construction of the ninth clause of 
the nimeteenth section of the Bankrupt act of 
Jane 22, 1874, only required him to report the to- 
tal amount of fees and emoluments received or 
earned by him as Register in Bankruptcy during 
the year, a fact which had already been stated to 
the Grand Jury by Mr, Bradley. 

Second—That Judge Blodgett expressed the 

Opinion that it would be wrong to indict Mr. Hib- 
bard for perjury for ham acted under that con- 
struction, an opinion in which Judge Drummond 
testifies that he concurred. 
_ Shard—That he requested the District-Attorney 
to inform the Grand Jary of his view of the law, 
which, Jndge Drummond says, has been the practice 
not only in that Court but in all the District Courts 
im that circuit for years. Or, if they were not sat- 
isfied with that, to request them to come into 
court, where he would instract them fully from the 
bench, as it was not only his right but his duty to 
do if they required his instructions. 

Fourth—That when asked by the Distriet-Attor- 
ney he expressed the opinion that it would be his 
duty to withhold an indictment if the Grand Jury 
should insist on returning one in disregard of the 
instructions of the Court. 

While it is true that a willful and corrupt inter- 
ference with the legitimate functions of a Grand 
Jury, either to ptevent any proper investigation 
instituted by them, or to suppress an indictment 
they may lawfully find, may be justly considered 
one of the most dangerous offenses of which a 
Judge can be guilty, yetit is equally trae that it is 
not only the right but the duty of the Judge to 

INSTRUCT THE GRAND JURY 
as to questions of law, and however mach he may 
err in such instructions, unless it can be shown 
that such error was willfully and corruptly com- 
mitted, he cannot be held guilty of an offense 
therein. Granting, therefore, all the facts that 
can be deduced from the vague testimony of Mr. 
Bangs to be true; conceding that Judge Blod- 
gett was wrong in his construction of the clause 
of the Bankrupt act under which Hibbard acted; 
admitting that he and Hiboard were on terms 
of the most intimate friendship, as they undoubt- 
edly were; admiti:ng that he errea in telling Mr. 
Bangs, when asked, that it would be his duty to 
withhold the indictment if the Grand Jury insisted 
on finding one in dis of his instructions. —sti!] 
your Committee are Anabie to see how it would be 
Possible to convict bim of a crime upon the evi- 
dence before them, for however much he may have 
esteemed Mr. Hibbard, it was certainly not wrong 
m him to instruct the Grand Jury as to the 
elements of perjury, merely becanse they 
were proceeding to indict Hiboard for 
thatcrime, and there was nothing obligatory on 
Bangs to withhold the indictment merely because 
it was the Judge opinion that it might be his duty 
todo so. Indeed, so far as this charge is con- 
cerned, it would seem that there is as much ground 
for the impeachment of Bangs as for the impeach- 
ment of Blodgett. 
THE NEXT CHARGE 

exhibited was that Jadge Blodgett, while holding 
the office of Judge of the District Court of Ilinoia, 
had knowingly borrowed and converted to his own 
personal use money belonging to or deposited in 
the Registry of hie Court, under which 


ruptcy causes in said district were pending in the 
Court presided over by him, Judge Blodgett had by 
the power and influence of his judicial office pro- 
cured divers Assignees of estates in such bank 
raptey causes to loan to him, the said Blodgett, 
for his own personal use, large sume of money be- 
longing to such estates, and on deposit in the 
Registry of said District Court. 

In his answer to this charge and specification 
Judge Bloagett admitted that he had borrowed 
from Mark H. Kimball, Assignee in Bankruptcy 
of the Mutual Security Insurance Company, the 
sam of $5,000 on the 10th day of Jane, 1872, 
which he repaid with interest in the following No- 
vember and December; and that he also borrowed 
from James Long, Assignee in Bankruptcy of the 
Equitable Insurance Company, the sum of $1,200 
on the 23d day of November, 1872, and the fur- 
ther sum of $1,000 on the 16th day of December, 
1872, which amounts he also repaid, but denied 
that either of said funds 
HAD EVER BEEN DEPOSITED IN THE REGISTRY 

OF THE COURT, 

or that he used his official position or influence in 
any manner to procure either, of said loaus, and 
whatever might be said of the impropriety of a 
Judge borrowing trust-funds from a fiduciary under 
the control of hisown Court, it is certainly nota 
crime. And anotder charge is to the 
effect that Judge Blodgett. while holding the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United’ States for the Northern 
District of Illinois, bad willfully employed the 
power of said Court ta perpetrate acts of gross 
judicial oppreesion upon the rights of a private 
citizen, and to sanction and direct the commission 
of a flagrant trespass which constituted 
a criminal offense under the laws of 
the State of Illinois, punishable by fine 
and imprisonment. The facts in relation to thig 
charge as they appear from the specifications, the 
answer of Judge Biodgett, and the testimony ad- 
duced, are these: That there was vending on the 
chancery side of the Uniied States Circuit Court 
for the Northern District of Illinois a suit wherein 
Henry A. Barling et al. were complainants and 
Henry H. Honore et al. ‘were defendants, to fore- 
close & mortgage on a lot of ground on which there 
was situated a valuable building; that one Robert 
W. Hyman had been appointed Kecetver of said 
property, and placed in possession thereof by 
proper proceedings in sald Court; chat said Re- 
ceiver had, under the authority of said Court, 
leased Room No. 6 in said building to 
ope George H. Walker for the term of 
one year ending April 30. 1879, and put said 
Walker in possession thereof, where he carried on 
the business of loaning money; that there was no 
right of re-entry reserved by said Receiver for the 
purposes of altering or improving that or any other 
portion of said building; that. in October last, the 
Receiver presented a petition to 881 Court repre- 
senting that, in order to properly utilize the upper

It may becanceded that Judge Blodgett acted in 
this instance 

TW EXCESS OF HIS JURISDICTION, 
that the Court having directed its Receiver to lease 
the propetty aac approved the lease, in which no 
right of re-entry for anch purpoees were reserved, 
as the Judge had no right to interfere with the 
tenant's possession during his term, and that the 
tenants suffered a grieveous wrong iu the execu- 
tion ef the order, and that such an act done by 
another would be a misdemeanor under the laws 
of the State, yet if the Judge acted in good faith, 
and not corruptiy or maliciously, in making the 
order, he cannot be held liable either civilly or 
criminally. This is a well settled principle 
of law, founded upon the most ob- 
vious | suggestions of sound resson and 
public policy, and fapphes to all superior courts 
and courts of general jurisdiction, for if the law 
was such that a Judge of such 3 court should de 
held responsible in damages or at the bar of crim- 
inal justice for every mistake he might make in 4 
case of which he has jurisdiction; if he should be 
required to stake his fortane or his liberty upon 
every exercise of his judgment on the bench or in 
the performance of his official] duties, it would be 
impossible to find one who would be willingto as- 
sume the responsibilities of seach a position 
at all. It is true that when a court of limited and 
special jurisdiction exceeds its powers, the 
whole proceeding is coram non judice and void, 
and no person concerned can claim exemption for 
any wrong that may be perpetrated therein on the 
ground that he was acting in the exercise of a judi- 
cia) fanetion. Yet this principle, so far as your 
Committee are aware, has 
NEVER BEEN 8O FAR EXTENDED 
as to justify even a civil action against a Judge ofa 
superiog court, ora court ef general jurisdiction, 
for an art done by him in his jadicial capacity, 
unless the act may have been done maliciously or 
corruptly, or there were a clear dbsence of all 
jurisdiction of the subject matter. [Remaull va. 
Bingham, 7 Wall, 523. Bradley vs. Fisher, 13 
Wall, 351. a 
NUMEROUS CASES 
in which this doctrine is affirmed might be cited, 
but it is perhaps eufficient here to refer toa recent 
case directly in point,—that of Langes Benedict, 
decided by the Court of Appeals of New Vork 
March 9, 1878, and reported in the following num- 
ber of the Albany Law Journal. The defendant 
was the United States District Judge for the Eaet- 
ern District of New York, and tne plaintiff was 
tried at a Circuit Court held by him upon an ip- 
dictment for embezzling mail-bags. The j 
found the plaintiff guilty, and that the value 
of the mail-bag was less than $25. The pen- 
alty preacribed in sach cases was a fine of $200, or 
imprisonment for ope year. Defendant, as Judge, 
sentenced plaintiff to pay a fine of $200 and be im- 
prisoned for one year. Plaintiff was imprisoned five 
days and paid the sam of $200 to the Clerk of the 
Court ag a fine, and the same was paid by the Clerk 
into the Treasury. Plaintiff procared a writ of 
habeas corpus, which was returned before 
defendant, who was holding the same term 
of court at which plainti was sentenced. 
Defendant, upon the retarn of the writ, set aside 
the sentence, and, asa part of the same order, 
passed judgment anew on plaintiff, and he sen- 
tenced him to be imprisoned for a term of one 
year, and plaintiff was imprisoned under proceed- 
ings taken by plaintiff for that purpose to which 
defendant was not a party. The sentence of 
plaintiff was set aside by the Supreme Court of the 
United States 
AS BBING WITHOUT AUTHORITY OF LAW 
in an action for imprisonment under the sentence 
brongnt by plaintiff against defendant. It was 
held that the act of defendant was done by him as 
a Judge, and he was protested by his jaaicial char- 
acter from the action brougut by plaintiff upon the 
principle above discussed. 

However justly, therefore, Judge Blodgett may 
be amenabie to criticism or censure on account of 
his action in this matter, in view of the principles 
above cited, it is imposeible to see how he can be 
held Hable to impeachment therefor, unless it 
can be shown that he did not act in good faith for 
the best interests of those concerned, as he under- 
stood them, but with such malice and corruption 
as to render his acts in the premises an official mis- 
demeanor. This, in the opinion of your Commit- 
tee, has not been shown by the evidence adduced. 
The same may be said of the charge concerning the 
Bigelow Block transaction, it appearing that the 
order complained of and the one creating it were 
both entered by consent of the parties. and noth- 
ing to indicate that Judge Blodgett was guilty of 
any criminal participation in or corrupt connivance 
at anything connected with the entire matter, if, 
indeed, there was aay wrong perpetrated by any 
one therein. That charge may, therefore, be 
passed here witbout further comment. 1 

THES NEXT CHARGE 
exhibited was that Judge Blodgett, in administer- 
ing the Bankrupt act, bad willfully violated and 
perverted the letter and spirit of the law by mak- 
ing an unlawful use of the powers vested in him 
as such District Jndge, for the purpose of enrich- 
ing his friends and favorites, and has thereby 
brought the sdministration of justice in his court

There 1s something very curious ut the 
uniformity with which the ex-Confederates 
rally about Jerr Davis whenever his name 
comes up in a public way, and the earnest- 
ness with which they defend him. This de: 
votion would not be remarkable, perhaps, if 
Davis were some-such man as the deceased 
Luz, the military leader of the Rebellion, or 
Gen. Jon Jonusrox, the living hero of the 
War on the Rebel side; these men had of- 


-| ficial records and personal attractions to in- 


sure a popular admiration likely to grow as 

e actual events of the War receded. But 
Davis has no such qualities. He is not the 
sort of man to make strong personal attach- 


‘ments. Since the War he has lived a lonely 
life, and has been deserted by friends except 


when he has come before the public from 
time to time as the late President of the late 
Confederacy to justify that conspiracy 
against the Union. He is not at all 
popular among the masses of the South- 
ern whites, a large portion of whom 
believe that the fateof the Confederacy 
would have een very different from 
what it was if it had been in more competent 
hands. His final abdication from power, 
when he deserted the Southern Capital and 
fled in the disguise of a woman, as if his fear 
of personal danger had taken the place of all 
other thoughts, was certainly not calculated 
te increase the respect and admiration of a 
chivalric people. In spite of all this, how- 
ever, any attack aimed at Jerr Davis brings 
out fierce resentment from the most con- 
servative of the ex-Confederates. Some of

If this pretended ad- 
miration is not genuine in feeling, if Jzrr 
Davis did not earn the love and respect of 
the Southern people as Lax did, if he has 
not the personal attractions to account for 
so much devotion,—then the explanation of 
this general loyalty to the ex-President of the 
Confederacy must be sought in the fact 
that he held that position, that ‘the 
Southern people largely continue to worship 
the dead Confederacy in its living Chief, and 
that any public slight put upon Davrs is re- 
sented as if it were put upon the entire peo- 
ple. There is nothing which would please 
the ex-OConfederates so well as Jzrr Davia’ 
restoration to full citizenship, or his recog- 
nition by the Government in the payment of 
a Mexican pension, or by the extension of an 
official hand in some way or other by the 
Government. The personal preferences or 
advantages of Davis himself cut no figure in 
this desire, which has no other aim than to 
secure the most complete recognition from 
the Umted States Government of the Soath- 
ern Confederacy. When Jzerr Davis shall 
have been restored to citizenship, when he 
shall draw Government money as a Mexican 
pensioner, or when he shail take a seat in 
the United States Senate (to which the 
Southern people, for. reasons already given, 
want him elected), then the South will 
be able to feel that it. has resumed 
its old-time supremacy in the land, and that 
no man thenceforth can cast any slur upon 
the Con „or upon ‘any of those who 
were identified with its disastrous career. 
And it is especially desired to bring all this 
about without subjecting the late President 
of the late Confederacy to the humiliation of 
asking for amnesty. Indeed, one of his South- 
ern subjects thought Davis would scorn even 
a pension from the United States Govern- 
ment. In other words, the United States 
Government, must be compelled to sue to 
Jzurr Davis, as President of the late Con- 
federacy, to resume his relations as a loyal 
citizen of the United States, or it must 
pay him in the shape of a pension or in 
salary as Senator to return to his alle- 
giance, before the ex-Confederates will be sat- 
isfied with the penance doné by the people 
of the North for the sins of the people of the 
South.

These “figures, however, require explana- 
tion. The census of 1850 was not a thor- 
ough one; that of 1960. was much better, 
but still not asgcomplete as that of 1870; 
while the latter was taken at a period when 
the currency was largely depreciated and 
values were in the full hight of speculation. 
It is now claimed that the aggregate national 
wealth will not have as great a value in 1880 
as it had in 1870, and that this is to be 
attributed to the skrinkage of values since 
1870. | Tle annihilation of slave property, 
valued at $2,500,000,000, took place between 
1860 and 1870, and still the aggregate for the 
whole country nearly doubled, though per- 
haps the destruction of the War otherwise 
equaled nearly $4,000,000,000. These losses 
have already been discou The specu- 
lative values which prevailed/in 1870 had not 
made much progress at that time in the South- 
ern States. These States in 1870 had but 
slightly recovered from the desolation of the 
War, and whatever change has taken place 
since then has been generally for the better. 
There has been an annihilation of many 
values since 1873; the speculation has been 

‘squeezed out of countless schemes since then; 
but there has nevertheless been a constant 
and unbroken annual increase of production, 
and the increased quantity produced has, 
despite the decline. in prices, more „than 
maintained the total value of the products. 
When the annual production, both in quan- 
tity and value, exceeds that of the previous 
year, there is hardly room to suppose that the 
value of the aggregate wealth has receded. 

A table is given professing to be an esti- 
mate of the probable wealth of the country, 
by States, in 1880, to which, for comparison, 
we have added the valuation in 1870.

The decision of the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior against the location of the VaLEnTiv= 
land-scrip on the lake-front property has 
been received with gratitude not only by 
those immediately affected by the attempted 


| blackmail but by the whole city. This scrip 


was issued by Congress in exchange for Cali- 
fornia lands previously located, which the 
Government subsequently desired to reoccu- 
py. It gave the privilege to the holders of 
locating a similar quantity of land anywhere 
among the unoccupied lands of the country. 
The owner of this scrip chose to construe 
this privilege as a warrant to pounce upon 
any land that had originally belonged 
to the General Government and the 
title to which might be disputed up- 
on any technical flaw whatever. They 
fixed upon certain property within the 
city-limits of Chicago, now owned in part by 
the city and in part by private persons, as 
most likely to yield them rich returns, 
They secured a favorable construction 
of their claim, in some way not yet explained, 
from the General Commissioner of the Land- 
Office; and, had not Secretary Scuunz re- 
versed that decision, they would have been 
in a position to exact heavy tribute from in- 
nocent purchasers or subject the latter to 
long, harassing, and costly litigation. Even 
partial success would have yielded the own- 
ers of this scrip much larger returns than 
any to which they were ever entitled under 
the act of Congress, or by virtue of surren- 
dering the public lands in California which 
they ceded back to the Government. 

The points on which Seeretary Scuvrz 
bases his decisions are so clear and conclu. 
sive that his interference will probably settle 
the controversy for all time. He holds that 
the sale of Fort Dearborn Reservation by the 
War Department in 1839 was made under 
proper aathority at the time, and that no an- 
thority is now vested in the Interior Depart- 
ment to review that action. He also holds 
that such land as has been reclaimed by 
artificial means since that sale (all the 
‘+ made land formerly covered by the water 
of Lake Michigan) never was public land be- 
longing to the United States Government, 
and hence there can be no claim upon it by 
virtue of Government land-scrip. A final 
point, which will cover all similar attempts 
at blackmail, is to the effect that the VAI 
Tre scrip is not locatable upon public lands 
within the limits of an incorporated city. 
This and all other optional scrip issued by 
the Government conveys the privilege of 


tary Scnonz's point is that lands within an 
incorporated city are cecupied in a sense to 
preclude subsequent location. The point is 
a good one, and will probably hold in all 
cases ; for an act of incorporation for munici- 
pal purposes carries with it a presumption of 
occupation, and the fact of new authority, 
which give all lands within its limits an 
added value to that which it is possible for 
unoccupied public lands to possess. It is 
not probable that the VatzntTrx scrip owners 
will carry their preposterous claims into the 
courts after this adverse decision.

It was something very like the handwrit- 
ing on the wall which met the astonished 
vision of ButsHazzan that confronted the 
House of Representatives on Sunday, when 
‘an old man rose in the gallery and with 
clear, sonorous voice hurled a malediction at 
the Sabbath-breakers below: The wicked 
shall be cast into Hell, and all the nations 
that forget Gop. Youare dishonoring Gop 
to-day, and may He forgive you for it.”

In addition to the above, Jouw ADAM3, JzEF- 
FERSON, MADISON, and MonRoK, were members 
of the Congress of the Confederation, and 
ADAMs and JEFFERSON represented the Confed- 
eracy abroad.

The same may be 
said of Jackson and Hagrison, vnotwithstand- 
ing their repeated elections to State and Con- 
gressional offices. There is nothing discourag- 
ing in this list to any member of Congress who 
may have Presidential aspirations, though it is 
a matter ot common fame that many members 
of Congress who sought to be President never 
succeeded.

“THE LIFE OF CHRIST.” 


Gilderoy Wilkeson Sues Beecher for Knock- 
ing the Celebrated History So High into 
the Ethereal Sky. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Nsw York, March 3.—Ever since Samuel 
Wilkegon, while a witness in the Tilton-Beecher 
suit, wae quoted, to the great glee of the audit- 
ors in the Brooklyn City Court, as saying that 
the scandal knocked Mr, Beecher’s Life of 
Christ“ higher than a kite, there bas been talk 
of a suit being brought on the contract for the 
work in question. Such a suit bas begun in the 
Superior Court of this city. Mr. Wilkeson 
figures as plaintiff, and Mr. Beecher as defena- 
ant. Messrs. Fullerton, Knox & Crosby ap- 
pear for the plaintiff, and Thomas G. Shearman 
will doubtless represent the defendant. Mr. 
Wilkeson was a member of the firm 
of J. B. Ford & Co., with which Mr. Beecher 
made a contract for writing “The Life of 
Christ.“ The work was to be in two volumes, 
and Mr. Begcher’s remuneration was $10,000 
in advance, and a libéral royalty on the sales of 
the work. He was paid the $10,000 from money 
advanced, as claimed by Mr. Wilkeson. As 
soon as Mr. Beecher began the work of author- 
ship the firm sent out its agents to canvass, and 
expended about 830,000 in pictures, plates, pa- 


-per, ete., in anticipation of a tremendous sale. 


Subscriptions poured in from all parts 
of the country, and a well-known 
German publishing-house bought the right of 
translation for Germany. The stirring-up of the 
Tilton scandal, in 1873, followed speedily after 
the publication of the ‘first volume, and the 
work went no further. Ford & Co. became in- 
solvent, and the plates and an immense edition 
—unbound—of the “Life” went for a mere 
song. Mr. Wilkeson subsequently bought them 
in, and proposed to Mr. Beecher that the second 
volume should be finished and published, 
according to contract. Mr. Beecher refused 
to proceed, though thereatened and importuned. 
At last Mr, Wilkeson resolved to endeayor to 
enforce his rights. He seeks to recover not 
only the $10,000 advanced to Mr. Beecher, but 
also $30,000 to make good the amount exvended 
by Ford & Co., as well as exemplary damages 
in addition, for breach of contract by Mr. 
Beecher.

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The Murderer of Bohnow Still at 
Though a Number of Persons Have 
Been Arrested. : 


Testimony Taken Before the Coroner’s 
Jury--The Verdict. 


An inquest was heid yesterday afternoon by 
the Coroner on the body of Frederick Bohnow, 
the man who was shot last Saturday evening in 
Gottfried Rackow’s grocery, at the northeast 
corner of Butterfield and Thirty-ninth streets, 
by one of two or three masked men who enter- 
ed the store for the purpose of robbing it, while 
deceased was sweeping it ont. 

Before the jury was impaneled Dr. Harroun, 
the County Physician, and Dr. P. C. Whidden 
began a post mortem examination of the body 


at the house of deceased’s family, No. 2017 


Butterfield street, a few doors north of the cor- 
ner where the murder occurred. it required a 
search of over two hours to trace and find the 
bullet. 

The following persons were selected as jury- 
men, and after viewing the body assembled in the 
saloon on the corner opposite Raekéw’s: John 
Bonfield, George W. Bishop, William Bartram, 
Charles Varges, J. W. Jeffrey, A. H. Meynell, M. 
F. Tarble, K. 8. Simpson, E. J. Steele, John 
A. McDonald, Peter Remington, and John 
Jericha. Sergt. Boufleld was sworn in as fore- 
man of the jury, and the inquest broceeded. 

HERMAN RaCKOW, | 
son of the grocer in whose place the murder 
was committed, and a young man who so 
quickly recognized the persuasive influence 
of a revolver that he did not remain any longer 
in the store than the few seconds it took him 
to get out when the thieves took possession of 
it, was the first witness. He testified that he 


was engaged in packing eggs, Bohnow was 
sweeping the floor, and witness’ two little 
brothers were iu the store last Saturday even- 
ing, when three men came in all bundled up. 
Two of the party had on slouch hats and hand- 
kerchiefs over their faces. One man pointed 
a revolver at the witness, and told him 
to hush; he was about, five feet 
and eight inches in bight, and of medium 
bulid, Another commanded Bohnow to be 
quiet, and the latter raised his broom as if to 
strike him, and the man shot him. Wituess 
heard the report and saw the smoke that fol- 
lowed the discharge of the weapon. Bohnow 
was standing near the counter, about the mid- 
die of the «tore. One of the others of the rob- 
bers was watching witness at the time, and 
none of them spoke, nor dia the deceased. 
When witness saw the smoke. of the 
shot out of the back door, 
and thence upstairs, where he saw 
his father, and told bim there were some loafers 
in the store, He did not remain up-stairs more 
than two or three minutes, and then came down 
uud passed around to the side door, but did not 
go in for five minutes. Bohnow was standin 
outside, holding his hand on his abdomen, an 
exclaimed to witness’ father, who had also come 
down-stairs, “My good kow, I'm shot,” 
Rackow, Sr., then went into the: store with 
Bohnow, and, finding no one there, the witness 
and his father went immediately to 
the money-drawer and missed 877. in 
city scrip and 80 or $382 in cash. 
There were $92.50 iu scrip in the drawer when 
the robbers entered, and it was all taken but 
one certificate for $15. The scrip bad been re- 
ceived last Saturday morning from John Krick, 
a janitor at the school corner of Cottage Grove 
avenue and Thirty-fifth street. He would n 
he said, be able to identify the money. © 
minutes before the murder witness’ father took 
in $20.50 from Louis Hertzog, a collector for St. 
Peter’s Lutheran Church, of which Rackow, 
Sr., was „ and went up-stairs with 
him to ive him a receipt therefor. 
Another collector, Ferdinand Weirmaster, also 
came in and went up-stairs with Mr. Rackow. 
The man who pointed the revolver at Bohnow 
was about witness’ size, and wore a black over- 
coat and a slouch hat of the same color, The 
man also had a light-colored over 
his eyes. Witness saw two revolvers in the 
hands of the men who entered the store. One 
of his little brothers ran up-stairs with 
him, and the other hid behind the 
stove at the time the shot was 
fired. The men who pointed = the 
revolvers at witness and Bohnow were about 
the same hight. Witness“ mother heard the 
shot up-stairs, and thought it was boxes fall- 
ing. Bohnow did not fall when the shot was 
fired, and said nothing to witness. 

GOTTFRIED RACKOW, 
keeper of the grocery where the murder occur- 
req, testified that be knew Bohnow in Germany. 
Witness {was up-stairs with Louis Hertzog and 
Ferdinand Weirmaster when he heard the shot, 
and his son came up stairs. When 
witness went down-stairs he met Bobnow out- 
side of the store, and the latter said to him: 
„% My good Rackow, I'm shot.” Deceased said 
the biggest man of two had shot him, and 
he had a shawl over his face. Witness was 
Treasurer of St. Peter's Church, and was re- 
ceiving money from the collectors above 
named when the murder occurred. 

The two little sons of the groceryman stated 
to the jury that the robbers were three in num- 
ber, and the youngest lad said that the man 
who shot Bohnow bad a little shawl and a black 
slouch frat on, and said “Shut up” when he 
entered the store. 

DR. J. W. MARLEY 


testified that Bohaow’s son called for him at 
bis office, No. 3004 State street, between 9:30 
and 10 o’clock Saturday night, to attend bis 
father, and he answered immediaiely. He found 
deceased was suffering from pain iu the abdom- 
inal muscles apd inflammation of the bladder, 
which indicated that the ball had passed through 
them. He used the catheter, and found that the 
wine was mixed with the blood, and also some 
coagulum. The ball had entered to the right of 
the mediau line of the body. He administered 
opiates, and visited the patient twice afterward, 
but was not present when be died, which oc- 
curred Sunday morning at 11 o'clock. The 
cause of death was the pistol-shot wound, the 
ball entering the lower part of the abdomen and 
passing into the bladder, Deceased made no 
statements to him. 
DR. HARROUN 

testified that bimself and Dr. Whidden had 
made the post-mortem examination, and found 
the body lying on its back. There was a discoiora- 
tion on the back, and iu the lower part of the ab- 
comen a small circular wound. as though made 
by aswall bullet. Oa opening the abdomen 
they found that the intestines bad been per- 
forated by a missile, and im the different folds 
there were six holes. The ball was traced to 
the pelvic cavity, lower part of 
the abdomep, and : Was seen 
where it had hiadder, 
and, emerging therefrom, entered the tissues of 
the suinal column, and was cut out at the bone 
called the coccyx. Witness produced the bullet, 
which was conical in shape aud thirty-two 
calibre, the same size used iu a Smith & Wesson 
No. 2 revolver. lo wituess’ opinion; death was 
caused by the shock of the wound and internal 


bemorrhage. 
Dr. Whidden corroborated the statement of 


the County Physician, 

Anotber witness, who ted Bohnow home 
after he was wounded, testified, but threw no 
further light ou the matter. 

GUSTAVUS BOHNOW, 

a young man, son of deceaséd, testified that his 
father had stated to him that two men entered 
Rackow's store at the time of the murder, and 
one was a little shorter in etature than the other. 
He was about five feet and ten foches in bight. 
The two men had on black overcoats, black 
pants, and slouch hats of the same 
color, and, had handkerchiefs over their 
faces. They pointed revolvers at 
unn, and told him to keep quiet and go back, 
and then shot him. Witness father could not 
understand English very well. 

THE JURY

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 3.—The Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad report, published morrrw, is 
quite as favorable as was expected. It will 
show that the Company hag earned 6 per cent 
on its capital stock, and that Western lipes 
have paid a profit for the first time in some 
years, The main line, from Philadelphia to 
Pittsburg, earned $20,317,139 gross, and $9,396,- 
036 net, which was a gain of over a million. 


This was mostly due to the heavy increase of 


$1,250,000 in freight, with increased freight 
expenses of less than $300,000. Afte 
paying all rentals, interest, and taxes, ther 
was still a surplus of over $6,000,000, or 9 per 
cent on the capital stock. There was a falling 
off on both freight and passengers on the New 
Jersey Division amounting to balf a million, but 
the road is in such spiendid condition now that 
the maintenance of the way is less expensive, 
and the operating cost so much less that the 
net earuinge were increased to over $3,000,000. 
The Pennsylvania guarantees 10 per 
cent, so that it had to make 
up $1,136,775 deficit on this division, a gain over 
1877 of $350,000. The Philadeiphia & Erie suf- 
fered from diminished oll traffic and low rates 
on through freight, making its net earnings, 
after paying a rental on equipment, less than 
$200,000. The Pepnsylvania had also to meet 
half the loss on the operations of the Elmira, 


Chemung, and Canandaigua Divigions of the 


Northern Central, a $147,873 deficit; Penp- 
sylvania Canal, $30,514; Shamokin Coal 
Company, $7,545; Baltimore & Potomac, a de- 
ficit about the same as last year, of $154,138; 
American Steamship Company, a deficit in meet- 
ing interest and advarices to the Company of 
$55,000; Allegheny Valley, a defleit on guaran- 
teed interest of $240,260; Philadelphia & Erie, 


a deficit on guaranteed interest of $231,654; | 


Grand Rapids & Indiana, a deficit in meeting 
liabilities of $285,250. ‘This left a balanceto the 
credit of the income account of $4,521,063, out 
of which was paid a2 per cent dividend. After 
charging off a reduction in value of securities, 
sundry accdunts charged off. and others trans- 
ferred to the suspense account, there. was 
still) over $7,500,000 to the credit of profit and 
loss, which is thereby increased to over $4,000,- 
000. There has been only $340,076 added to the 
construction, equipment, and real estate ac- 
count, represented by the purchase of additional 
right-of-way and two new iron bridges. This 
year itis proposed to make further improve- 
ments onthe main line, build a new plier and 
elevator. at Jersey City, and a new 
pier and tracks in the Navy-Yard 
lot in this city. The floating debt of the Penn- 
sylvania Company, amounting to $2,933,699, has 
been entirely paid off, and the floating debt of 
the Railroad Company has been reduced 
$550,000. It was $950,000 at the beginning of 
the year, but it is now almost all paid off. 
Nine thousand two hundred and fourteen cars 
have been added to the road during the year. 
The net earnings of all the lines east of Pitts- 
burg and Erie were $11,483,550, an in- 
crease of $1,299,132. The gross earnings 
per mile of the main line, $48,850. The cost of 
operating the main line and branches was 53.75, 
avainst 56.63 the preceding year. All lives ex- 
cebt the Philadelphia & Erie show a reduction of 
the percentage of operating expenses. The ton- 
nage movement over the main line and its 
branches was 11,627,228, showing an increase of 
ll per cept, on which the average receipt was 
0.939 cent; the cash 0.545 cent; the profit 0.394 
cent, Barely 15 per cent of the total was through 
freight. There was a decrease of passengers 
except op the main line, and of mileage on ali the 
lines. Only one piece of baggage out of 972,008 
carried was lost during the year. ‘The passen- 
ger earnings per mile were 2.309 cents; tlie 
cost, 4.712 cents, leav a profit of 0.597 
bent. East-bound freight was double the 
west-bound, which shows a falling off. The 
coal companies made a profit over the vear be- 
fore, but the decreased tonnage on the 
road more than offset it. The gross earn- 
ings of all Western lines were $23,790,228, 
and the expenses, $15,184,805. Rentals 
and interest were $7,621,234, leaving a net profit 
of $914,188, but this would have been $500,000 
less but for the cancellation of the Pennsylva- 
nia Uompany’s bonds held by the railroad com- 
pany, ‘The net profit on all lines, after all de- 
ductions, were $716,520, which is a gain over the 
preceding year of $336,648. The amount ex- 
pended for betterment purposes of these lines 
was nearly $1,000,000, and now the Pittsburg, 
Cincinnati & St. Louis is all steel-rail, and 
the Fort Wayne has only sixty-one miles of 
iron left. The Fort Wayne had 1,500 new freight- 
cars built for it at a cost of $660,000. The 
gross earnings of all lines were $50,426.96; ex- 
penses, $33,611,084; net carnings, $21,815,928. 
The West-bound-freight agreement has worked 
well, and an effort is making for a similar agree- 
ment on East-bound business.

EAST-BOUND FREIGHT TRAFFIC. 

The east-bound freight movemeot during the 
past week has been considerably larger than for 
sometime past. The Vanderbilt roads, which 


had been virtually out of the market for the last 


two or three months on account of the snow 
blockades and the difficulty of having their 
empty cars returned, are gradually re- 
covering and are again taking new 
business. This is specially the case 
with the Michigan Central, which bas gained 
wonderfully in the amount of freight carried 
during the week, and the figures show it to be 
again at the head of the East-bound roads. The

CHICAGO, ROCKFORD & NORTHERN 
RAILRGAD. 

O. R. Glover, Receiver of the Chicago, Rock- 
ford & Northern Railroad, a little road from 
Rochelle to Rockford, filed a petition yesterday 
in the United States Circuit Court to compel 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad and 
the Chicago & lowa Railroad to account with 
him. He states that prior to his appointment in 
August last as such Receiver there was an 
agreement exis between the three above- 
named roads by w the Chicago, Rockford & 
Northern Road was to be operated as a cortinu- 
ous line from Reéckford to Chicago by 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy and 
Chicago & lowa Roads. ‘the latter 
road was to furnish rolling stock, 
supplies, etc., between Rockford and Rochelle 
and was to receive 75 per cent of the gross earn- 
ings, paying back to the Northern Road the re- 
maiping 25 per cent, and was also to pay 20 per 
ceut of the Chicago & lowa Road’s pro rata pro- 
portion of earnings and business over the North- 
ern Road. The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Road was also to pay 20 per cent on its pro rata 
share to the Northern Road, and settlements 
were to be made monthly. When Mr. Glover 
took possessicn he notified the two other roads, 
and requested them to account for the profits 
and pay over his share. This they have neg- 
lected-to do ever since, and he now asks the 
Judge to assist him in making a settlement. 


A VICTORY FOR THE PEOPLE. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, II., March 3.—In the opinion 
of the Supreme Court, in the case of Ruggles vs. 
the People, just filed at Ottawa, the Court have 
fully sustained the law of 1871, absolutely fix- 
ing the maximum rate of passenger fare at 3 
cents per mile on the railroads of the class to 
which the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy be- 
longed.“ The case originated in an action 
brought against Ruggles for ejecting a passen- 
ger from the cars who tendered his fare at thé 
rate of 8 cents per mile. The conductor re- 
fused to permit the passenger to ride unless he 
paid. the fare fixed by the Company at a 
greater rate than 8 cents. The passengers 
refused to do this, and the conductor ejected 
him from the cars. The opinion of the Court 
fully sustains the power of the General As- 
sembly te fix by law the rates of fare to be 


charged by railroad compavies in this State 


organized under special charters. The case was 
submitted io 1875. 


‘ JANUARY EARNINGS. 

The January earnings for thirty-one railroads, 
with 19,921 miles of road, which is nearly a 
quarter of the total in operation in the United 
States, were 2.3 percent less than in January, 
1878, their average earnings per mile having 
fallen from $500 to §473, or 5.4 percent. Of 
the thirty-one roads reporting, twenty-one have 
smaller earnings than last year. The large in- 
creases per mile are 67.7 per cent on the Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe, 46.2 on the Cairo & St. 
Louis, 42 per cent on the Philadelphia & Read- 
ing, 13.1 on the International & Great. Northero, 
and 13 per cent on the Chicago & Alton. All 
the roads affected by the bad spring-wheat 
crop in Wisconsin, Minnesota, and North- 
ern lowa show a decrease in earnings, 
and three out of the four show avery large 
decrease. Still all four of them show larger 
earnings than in 1877. Three out of the four 
roads running into Chicago earned less than 
last year, and so did three out of the five running 
into St. Louis. The Canada roads show de- 
creases, the Great Western an enormous one, 
doubtless due largely to the snow biockade in 
the vicinity of Buffalo.

Ortrawa, March 3.—Sir John Macdonald bas 
introduced a bili to amend and consolidate the 
acts respecting the Northwest Mounted Police 
Among the features of the measure is 
the extension of the term of service. from three 
to five years,—the former having been found too 
short a period, for the major part of it was 
passed before the men became efficient. The 
bill also confers on the Government autbority, 
in case of pressing emergency, to increase the 
force to 500 men. That was only in consequence 
of the exceptional state of affairs in the 
Northwest at present, and the chance 
of disturbances arising among the aborigines 
there from the infusion of a large foreign ele- 
ment among the Indian tribes. The power thus 
couferred would, however, only be exercised 
in case of extreme danger. The bill also con- 
tains a provision to encourage the several de- 
tachments of the force to caltivate farms, and 
raise the forage and fodder required at the aif- 
ferent stations, whenever that could be effect- 
ed. In order to maintain the force at 300 
men, provision is made for a number of super- 
numeraries, not exceeding ten. The experience 
of the American service had shown that a num- 
ber of half-breeds or Indians were ory: as 
scouts, and, under the present bill, Gov- 
ernment is authorized to employ men in that 
capacity. One hundred and sixty acres of 
land is to be given to each member of the 
force who serves five years continuously. 

It is currently stated that the Finance Minis- 
ter favors the issue of Dominion notes to the 
extent of $5 instead of $2, as at nt. It is 
probable that action will be taken in the matter 
at the present session, as most of the banks are 
not in a position to resist. 

It is stated that Mr. Tilley is not in barmony 
with the Government in regard to the details of 
of the tariff.

THE PEKIN WHISKY RING. 


One of the important witnesses for the 
Government in the prosecution of the Pekin 
whisky ring is a shoemaker named Louis Daum, 
residing at 286 Carroll avenue. He was ap- 
pointed Store kecper in 1872, during the admin- 
istration of the late John T. Harper, at that 
time Collector of the district. He was assigned 
at various times at the McIntyre, Reisinger, and 
Westerman distilleries, and participated in the 
frauds perpetrated Bt the two former. At 
Westerman’s he was on duty at night, and, as no 
crooked work was done at that time, there was 
no necessity for taking him in. At Mclatyre’s 
he was promised $2: a barrel for all the crooked 
stuff be allowed to pass through bis bands. 
Some fifty barrels were fenced at the rectifying 
house of the River Distilling Company, oper- 
ated by Melntyre, bis son William, and Jim 
and Jones McGrew, and also at the com- 
pounding shop of Thomas Edds, the present 
City Marshal of Pekin. Daum complains 
that he did not get all of the wages of sin to 
which he was entitled. At the Reisinger house 
he helped to run off over 600 barrels, for which 
he was paid the muuificeot sum of $1 per bar- 
rel. All these obliquities were perpetrated pre- 
vious to the summer of 1875. ‘The modus ope- 
randi was the duplicate use of stamps, though in 
some cases the whisky was sent straight from the 
Reisinger distillery to the rectifying house with- 
out any stamps or brands of any kind. What 
became of the stuff after it left the rectifying 
house Mr. Daum does not know: He leaves for 
Springfield this evening to attend the District 
Court.

THE H MANAGEMENT. 


Several Commissioners had something to say 
yesterday with reference to the press strictures 
en the Hospital manauement, and say that 
things are now far better than they were. They 
all confess, however, that a necessity exists for 
achange in the medical department of the in- 
stitution,—not that the Medical Board ts not 
composed of good and competent gentlemen 
for the work, but that they cannot afford to 
give the time to it that is necessary, and that as 
run it .is impossible to fix responsibility any- 
where. They recognize the necessity of having 
a Medical Superintendent, who should alone be 
responsible tor the admission, treatment. and 
discharge of patients, and that he should be 
paid by the county and live in the institution. 
The only reason they giye for not making the 
change and having things as they ought to be, 
is that they fear they could not get 
the right man for Superintendent, which is no 
credit to their good sense. The Warden is re- 
sponsible for the care of the property, and has 
done weil as far as he has gone, but no one is 
responsible for the management of the medical 
department. If it was a mere boarding-house, 
it would be all right as it is; but since it isa 
hospital for the treatment of the sick, and since 
none but the sick are supposed to be inmates, it 
requires no argument to show the need. of en 
experienced and thorough. medical gentleman 
being connected with it in the capacity of Med- 
ical Superintendent, and having entire charge 
of the patients. Thousdnds of dollars could be 
saved to the county every year.

ELEVATOR ACCIDENT. 
THE CORONER HELD AN INQUEST 
yesterday forenoon on the body of John Laber, 
the young man who died Saturday morning at 
his home, No. 145 Ewing street, from injuries 
received by the fall of an elevator at the Eureka 
Mills, No. 244 Lake street, last Wednesday. 
The testimony was taken in the saloon at the 
corner of Lake and Market streets. Joseph 
Wilde was foreman of the jury, which was com- 
posed of intelligent men. The elevator in ques- 
tion was made by J. W. Reedy, of this city, and 
the building where it ts situated is owned by 

Mrs. Francis C. Adams. 


Boucher & Co., proprietors of the Eureka Mills, 
testified that the elevator fell from 


down, and struck one 
head 

just above the right eye. Witness also testified 
that the same elevator fell when he was upon it 
with 800 pounds, about one month ago, from 
the third floor to the basement, he saving him- 
self by catching * =. 
main, or first, fleor. e balance-weight be- 
came detached and fell into the basement at the 
time. Witness lacerated his hands badly in the 
descent, but was not otherwise injured. 


Charles C. Evans, the other member of the | 


firm, testified that they had been informed by 
the agent of the »uil „ Jobo A. Yale, that 
the carrying capacity of elevator was from 
2,000 to 3,000 pounds. 

Peter 9. Senmitt, of No. 571 West Twenty- 
first street, a mechanical e eer of twenty- 
five years’ experience, testified as to the cause 
of the accident. He said he had examined the 
elevator, and found that the gear-wheei that 
broke and fell and struck Lahey was defective 
in its casting. He explained that the reverse 
motion when putting the elevator in gear would, 
of —— — = of use, affect the iron of the 
gear-wheel, and the repeated, sudden 
with a load on the elevator, would, in os 
cause a breakage. He did not consider that the 
elevator in question was capable of hoisting 
more than from 600 to 1,000 pounds. In answer 
to a question by the Coroner, witness said that 
it was easier to put 2,500 weight on paper as the 
capacity of au elevator than to go up on one 
with that weight and cut the rope and take the 
risk of faTling with safety, as he had done in an 
experiment where 1,000 pounds was on the ele- 
— in addition to the weighs of the carriage 
tself. 

After a short deliberation the jury returned 
a verdict that the deceased, John Lahey, bad 
come to his death from injurtes received by the 
breaking and falling of an elevator 1 
at the place above mentioned, that the 
wheel was made of defective iron, otherwise the 
accident would not have occurred. Labey was 
employed at the mill as a teamster, and one of 
the jurymen was in favor of recommending that 
elevators should be placed in charge of com- 
— 2 persons, and run dy none others. 

ighteen months ago a man named McLellan 
was going up on the same elevator, when it de- 
scended suddenly, and caught on the dog, but 
-wheel broke and a portion 
struck bim. wheel was replaced by the 
one which killed Lahey last Wednesday.

For gever- 
al months Mr. Wilkia has been trying to stady 
out some more speedy and economical method 
of elevating Krain in bulk than any now ig use. 
The results, as already shown by his yet imiperfect 
model, are astonishing, and promise to work al- 
most a revolution in the grain-carrying trale. 
The principle made use of in this curious little 
machine is simply that of atmospheric pressure, 
or the exbaust process which has lately been 
sich wonderful success 
great Westinghouse“ atmospheric 
brakes. The model which Mr. Wilkin 
has used so far is asmall air-pump, rather 
rudely constructed, yet answering for all prac- 
tical purposes at present. Connected with the 
pump is a one-inch tin pipe, syphon-shaped, and 
at the elbow ortop (some three feet above the 
pump) is a cylinder somewhat larger than the 
pipe, and connecting both parts of it. Inside of 
this isasmalier perforated cylinder, while at 
the lower end of it is a valve through which tne 
grain drops out.

The dry-goods market presented a satisfactory 
degree ot activity. A goodly number of buyers 
were, present, and the orders by mail aiso 
reachéd a liberal aggregate. Groceries met with 
a good general demand and were firm, excebting 
coffees, in which the tendency was downward. 
Yellow sugars were strong. The market for 
foreign and domestic dried fruits was without 
new features. A good business was in progress, 
and previous prices were well supported all 
around. Fish were fairly active, and unchanged. 
The butter market continues weak and unset- 
tled. Cheese was quoted as before, fine full- 
erèam goods being firmly held. There was a 
dull and unsettled market for tobacco. Bagging, 
leather, paints, and colors were quiet as previ- 
ously quoted. Oils were in rather better re- 
quest, with prices steady and unchanged. Coal 
was quoted quiet and firm. 

Lumber continues in fair request, the orders, 
as usual, being principally for the common 
grades. The better grades are marked down a 
little in the published price-list, while no change 
is noted in common stuff, though it is under- 
stood that prices for ail kinds are irregular. The 
sales of wool, broom-corn, and salt were about 
up to the average. Seeds were quiet, but firm, 
there being several orders on the market, which 
were not filled in consequence of the meagre 
offerings. Hides were selling readily on arrival. 
Green fruits Were unchanged. Eggs were easy, 
and poultry and game without material change. 

Rail freights were nominal. Agents insisted 
that nothing is being taken at less than 20 cents 
per 100 Ibs to New Tork, all insinuations to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

care of her. She bad no certificate of a visitor 
from the County Agent stating that she was 
poor and not able to take care of herself.

Wants More Letters, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, March 3.—To a lover of “‘ fonetiks”’ 
it is very gratifying to see a journal of such 
bigh standing as Tur TRIBUNE devote so much 
of its valuable space to the subj ect of “Spelling 
Reform.“ It denotes a high degree of pro- 
Cressiveuess in the management. Continue in 


the grand work of aiding in the emancipation 
of the English-speaking people from their 
slavery to antiquarian methods of spelling. 

The attempts of some of your correspondents 
to spell. ſonetikalv.“ and at the same time 
criticise the efforts of others in a like direction, 
are quite amusing. Take, for example, G. 
C. O.,“ who takes our old fongitik soldier, 
“G. D. B.,“ to task; and, while he is 
picking flaws 1 bis spelling, literally 
tumbles all over himself in own communica- 
tion. Witness bis use of the Ntters e and s. He 
allows e to represent the sounds of s and k; s 
those of sand z. He advises G. D. B. to drop 
the final e in such words as hope, have, etc., be- 
cause it is silent, and then to be 4onsistent (5) 
spells falls“ tales,“ using the silent e, and sub- 
stitutes an s for az. However, it is not such 
au casy matter after all to spell fonetikaly when 
one really has but twenty-three letters with 
which to represent over forty sounds; yet 
Vox“ is of the opinion that we peed no new 
letters, believing we can spell the English lan- 
guage fonetikaly with the present alphabet. 
Sd, indeed, we might, but this would 
necessitate baying numerous rules to 

their use; and as there seems 

no rule without an exception, 
would we not then be as much in the mire as we 
now are in the mud? Hew much simpler it isto 
have a distinct character for each and every 
sound in the language, to be used to represent 
such sound aud no others. A word would then 
be spelled as pronounced, and pronounced as 
spelled. This appears to me to ＋ the only 
philosophical basis on which to build alanguace. 
Had we such a besia, ignorance would be rather 
less pronounced than it is at present, and a 
reasonable education could be obtajned with the 
expenditu of much less time, labor, and money 
than is now necessary. 

[think a portion of Mrs. Walker’s letter, in 
last Sunday’s TRrBUNR, will bear a little criti- 
cism. She thinks forty or more letters, or, in 
other words, a separate character for every 
sound, would be burdensome, because of “ th 
arduous labor imposed upon the compositor 
by such a multiplicity of characters,” It seems 
to me that, even though there would be 
more letters, and, consequentlv, more compart- 
ments in the printer’s *“‘ case,”’ the simpler way 
of spelling words would more than compensate 
for thie increase. To illustrate: Suppose two 
com positors to be standing at their cases, the 
one having Romane the other “ Fonetix ”’ 
tyne, both to be equally familiar with their 
cases, and to set up the following: “ Though 
there are many people present here to-night, 
probably few of them have any extended know1l- 
edge of phonography.”’ it will renuire ninety- 
eix ‘* Romanic “ type and but seventy-six Fo- 
netik,’’—all things being equal, a direct saving 
of 20 per cent in time and labor. This is no 
small item. Suppose the ‘*‘ Fonetik ” case is 
somewhat larger than the Roman.“ would 
there be enough difference to cause an increase 
of labor sufficient to overcome the saving in the 
number of motions made! 1 think not. Be- 
sides, I do not see that there necd be any differ 
ence in the size of the cases,—tbat is, to any ex- 
tent. The“ Fonetik requiring ajless quantity 
of type fo set UD a gien amount of 


guage of to-day partakes nearly as much of the 
ancient hieroglyphic type as it does of acoustics. 
This is a serious bindrance to the cause of pro- 
gression, and should be done away with before 
the birth of the year 1880. 

It is a serious reflection on the genius and civ- 
ilization of the uineteenth century that we are

OHIO POLITICS. 


Probable Republican Candidates for Gov- 
ernor and Lieutenant.Governor—Taft and 
Howland. 

SLecial Correspondence of The Trtbune. 

CLEVELAND, Feb. 28.—It is now pretty evi- 
dent that Mr. Foster is as good as outof the 
race for the Governurship. He has been vigor- 
ously objected to by the Beatty wing of the Re- 
publican party, who think that he has been too 
closely identified with the President; and that 
ends the matter. While the’ conservative wing 
of the party are greatly hurt at being obliged to 
consult the wishes of this element, still these 
are days, with the Democrats uniting with the 
Nationals, when it does not pay to ignore a sin- 
gle element of strength. The Beattyites un- 
questionably defeated the party two years ago; 
and would be able todo so much easier next 
fail, if they chose todoso. The meeting of the 
Central Committee at Columbus yesterday was 
a very harmonious and enthusiastic gath- 
ing; and the calling forward of Gen. Beatty in 
the little love-feast after the business was 
transacted, was the proper thing to do. Hethus 
had an opportunity to tell bis little troubles, 
and the prominent members of the party could 
condole with him. A sorrow once confessed is 
half-cured, and so it will doubtless prove with 
Gen. Beatty. He madea frank “ out-and-out” 
speech, and was applauded; and both sides felt 
better. He can never go to the Democrats, and 
cannot long stay outside of the fold. He is, in 
fact, as good as back now. 

The man who is almost universally talked of 
now is Gen. Taft, of Cimcinnati; and he will 
prove perfectly acceptable to both wings of the 
party, so far as present indications go. 

Gen. Taft is not a great man,—not a man 
who creates intense enthusiasm in a mis-ella- 
neona audience, as his oratory is of the slow, 
judicial kind. But he is a man who has very 
decided opinions, and is not afraid to assert 
them anywhere and everywhere. lie never 
alters in his regard fora friend or batred of a 
foe. He is an able lawyer, a man force, and 
sterling in character. 

Taft being a Cincinnati man, if he is nomi- 
nated the Lieutenant-Governor will naturally 
come from the Western Reserve; and Senator 
Howland, of Ashtabula, is the most likely man 
to receive the nomination. This will be a good 
selection, and, coming from the old bome of 
Giddings and Wade, he will carry with bim 
much of their dignity, although devoid of their 
fire and power. 

With these two stanch, old-fashioned Repub- 
linans on the ticket,—the one from the extreme 
Southwestern, and the other from the extreme 
Northeastern, portion of the State,—there can 
be no question ,about victory resulting to the 
Republican ranks. These are exactly the kind 
of men that will de able to enthuse the true 
Republican spirit in the strongholds of the 
party. Two years ago, Ashtabula, one of the 
largest and most strongly Republican counties 
in the State, did not turn out to the polls. The 
people seemed to care nothing whether Bishop 
or West was elected; and this was probably the 
case. 

Senator Howland has represented his county 
in the Legislature, in one House or the other, 
for a number of years; and, when Stanley 
Matthews was elected to the United States 
Senate, Howland received a number of votes. 
He is a genera! favorite on the Reserve. 

I take this much pains to be explicit, as very 
much talk is now being indulged in in regard to 
candidates, and these are the ones generally 
settied upon. 

Mr. Foster is said.not to be seeking the nomi- 
nation at all, and will rejoice if he may escape 
the duties of the campaign.

suddenly he made a slip, and before he could 


catch his balance one of his shoes became loose. 
Like a thing of life that shoe turned about, 
headed down hill, lightly evaded the despairing 
grasp of its owner, and flew down the hill-side 
with allthe speed ot which it was capable. 
Down, down it went, crossing the trail half a 
dozen times, and each time just escaping the 
clutch of those below who endeavored to check 
it in its mad career. Perhaps that misguided 
shoe would have been going yet, even at this 
present writing, but fora, prostrate pipe tree 
which impeded its course and called it to a balt. 
Meanwhile the owner sadly watched his runpa- 
way snpow-shoe and shou the familiar words 
addressed on a certain occasjon to Lord UNin’s 
daughter, with as little effect. 

The misadventure caused a delay to the entire 
party. Acouncil of war was held, and tne eu- 
giveer nobiy yolunteered to the rescue. Accord- 
ingly be changed shoes with the doctor, pufting 
on the web-footed ones, and started on the back- 
track. After much tribulation he secured the 
erring shoe, and brought it back to its rigbtiul 
owner. The rest of the trip was accomplished 
in silence and pain. All the fun seemed to have 
departed, and not one person in the entire party 
was seen to smile or heard to make anything out 
b. oken remarks and short ejaculations. After 


five hours of persistent climbing they reached 


the Dyer Mine, far above timber line on Silver 
Point Mountain, a region bathed alternately in a 
brilliant sunshine and in the soaring clouds. 

Since my arrival in Lead ville 1 have heard at 
least a dozen theories regarding the 

ORIGIN OF THE SILVER BEDS 

in this vicinity. Are they deposits!, Are they 
in place! Did Nature, in some freak of generos- 
ity, cause them to grow up where they ars for 
the benefit of the miners of this generation?) Or 
they the result of _ upheavals! 
Did some gigantic earthquake turn the 
bowels of the earth ituoside ont and 
expose the silver lining? Did ‘they belong 
originally in the peaks of the Sierras, and were 
they loosened trom their native places by fire 
and sent rolling and tumbling down the mount- 
ain side in molten torrents! The main object 
of my visit to the Dyer Mine wag to satisfy my- 
self on some of these intricate questions. ‘lhe 
Dver is the highest mine in the Leadville dis- 
trict. It is 1, feet above the level of the 
camp. It is not a perpendicular shaft, but it is 
a tunnel! projected almost horizontally into the 
side of the mountain. It thus presents extep- 
tional opportunities for examination with refer- 
ence to the above points. As far as ore is cou- 
cerned, that of the Dyer is of as high a grade as 
the best. One lot of 1,800 pounds recently sold 
for $1,300, and the ore averaged 300 ounces to 
the ton. 

{ found the — — of the silver on the 
side of the mountain parallel with the entrance 
to the Dyer tunnel. The original discoverers of 
the mine had simply worked with picks and 
drills, following in the ledge a distance of 
135 feet, the ore constantly increasing in rich- 
ness until the present time, with no signs of 
giving out. It seemed to be a true fissure vein, 
with the mimeralin piace. The sub-stratum is 
white-lime, approaching granite in hardness, 
while the rock above the ore is biack- 
lime. The latter is perhaps fifty feet thick, 
and is surmounted by porphyry, with another 
layer of silver between the lime and porphyry. 
This phenomenon of a double laver of silver fas, 
I believe, never been accounted for. Now, the 
Fryer Hill mines have not yet been sunk below 
the level of the porphyry and lime, nor, indeed, 
has there been as yet auy incentive to investiga- 
tion in this direction, the silver : appar®ntly be- 
ing inexhaustible. In the future, when the 
present claims have been burrowcd throngh 
and through, some enterprising mine-owner 
may try the experiment of sinking down another 
hundred feet in search of another deposit, and 
his efforts will probably be rewarded, unless —. 

There is a contingency which necessitates the 


are 


use of unless in its strougest sense in the 


present connection. The Dyer and the Iron 
may justly be regarded as the parent mines of 
the carbonate district. They are situated many 
hundred feet above the Fryer Hill group, and, 
moreover, from their formation. it is evident 
that in them the mineral is in place“; that is, 
in its natural position. The layers of ore are 
nearly horizontal, and are contimous. lu 


the lower mines, however, the tendency of the 


mineral beds is to pitch in every direction in a 
most confused manner. oftentimes the deposit 
tumbling straight downwards, or, as it is called 
here, “standing on end.“ Then too, there is 
an irregularity in the formation, the carbonates 
being found in beds entirely unaccompanied by 
tne porphyry. It is generally found with lime, 
it is true, but that is because ibe lime is the bed- 
rock, through which it would be impossioie for 
it to force a passage. It is possible, then, that 
the silver of Leadville was originally deposited 
in the high peaks of the Sierras, and that 
through internal conyulsions of the earth por- 
tions of it were crowded out of place, and were 
carried down the mountain sides until they 
found a resting- place upon the Leadville plateau. 
If that be so, then the Fryer-Hul mines are 
pocket mines, and their value has buen greatly 
exaggerated, Let scientists anil experts wrangle 
over the mooted. question, if they care to; my 
province is only to suggest |

when the party visiting the Dyer Mine turned 
their faces homewarils. Refreshed from their 
weariness occasioned by the ascent ot the monnt- 
ain, they had recovered their spirits and were 
again become a *‘ goodly com pan. How much 
easier it is to slide down-hill than to slide up- 
hill! To be sure, looking down the mountain 
side the hight seemed giddy and the trail some- 
what steeper than the roof of a house, but in 
each separate and distinct mind there arvse the 
consoling reflection that, even if one should lose 
control of himself and tumble over during his 
slide, there was nothing but soft sauw to fall 
upon, and no bones could be broken. 

At this same moment, too, there occurred to 
the Doctor thé reflection that, after all, he had 
not made such a good bargain when he selected 
the web-shoes, for, alas! they would not slide 
au inch.

‘The Doctrine of the Atonement. 
An Authoritative Statement from a Meth- 


odist Standpoint. 


Meeting of the Chicago Presbytery---The Holland 
Church in Hot Water. 


THE ATONEMENT. 
MEETING OF THE METHODIST MINISTERS. 
The Methodists beld their usual weekly meet- 


] ing yesterday morning at No. 57 Washington 


street, Presiding-Elder Willing in the chair. 

Before taking up the topic of the day, Dr. Ed- 
wards called attention to one of the Methodist 
publications, Chinese in America.“ by Otis 
Gibson, remarking that a thorough understand- 
ing of what it contained, would have enabled 
anybody to answer the demagoguery of James 
G. Blaine in his letter to Garrison. 

Dr. Williamson remarked that there was 4 
later production on that subject, to-wit: Pres- 
ident Hayes’ veto. [Laughter.] 

“lhe Presiding Elder asked the members what 
they thought of Congress meeting on Sunday. 

The Rev. Dr. Williamson said the malediction 
of thie man in the gallery of the House expressed 
his opipion of that matter very fully. 

Several others indorsed the voice crying in the 
gallery, and, in view of the perfect unanimity, 
the subject was dropped. | 

Dr. Raymond, of Evanston, who was appoint- 
ed to lead off witha paper on the atonement, 


was pot present, and, according to the Secre- 


tary, could not be present at the meeting. After 
some rambling talk as to what they should dis- 
cuss, and how they should get at it, 

DR. M'’CHESNEY 


_ volunteered some thoughts on the general sub- 


ject of the atonement. Methodism, he said, 


did not claim to be a new theology, but a divine 


light. ‘faking the second article of their faith, 


he found the statement that Christ died to 


reconcile His Father to the worid. In the ritual, 
Christ's death was referred to as a 
sacrifice, oblafion, and satislaction for the 
whSie world. Now the Church had to keep that 
article or disband. It was in the dilemma of 
disbanding or carrying that doctrine of vicarious 
sacrifice throughout all generations. Somehow 
or other ne believed the Church would survive. 


Perhaps, instead of saving the Church must car- 
ry the doctrine, it would be more proper to say 
‘that the doctrine would carry the Church. It 


was no wonder that, at a certain Unitarian con- 
vention, the wish was expressed that they haa 
the enthustasm of Methodism, for no church 
that could not sing There is a fountain filled 
with blood, and whose theology was contrary 
to any statements of that character, could be 
expected to have anything like real fervor and 
enthusiasin or missionary power. When Christ 
taught this doctrine of vicarious eacrifice some 
of the disciples turned back. Theystumbled at 
this. There ought to be a Scriptural discussion 
of the atonement before the meéting, ilius- 
trated by citations from the Word of God on 
the subject. Nothing, he thought, could be 
lt was 
common nowadays to hear this doctrine alluded 
to as a mere theological inference,—something 
that did not find its way into the world in the 
time of Christ, but with the theologians in the 
time of Anselm. Dr. McChesney contended 
that this doctrine was taught by the Fathers in 
the first and second eenturies, while the orher 
idea, that Christ died to reconcile man to God, 


was a modern error, vowhere found in the writ- 


ings of the Fathers. 0 
THE REV, r. d. HIBBARD, 
of Auburn, N. Y., was invited to speak on the 
topic, and consented alter some apology for his 
nofi-preparation. Glancing at the provisions of 
the Mosaic law, he saw in the sacrifices there 
was provided te most distilled virtue of atone- 
ment ahd purification under the law. The ef- 
fect, however, was to restore a man ecclesiastic- 
ally, but this, at the same time, prefigured or 
was typical of the later atonement. The old 
Jews believed in these atonements as types, 
and the type led them to the antitype, and 
they were forgiven. This doctrine of atone- 
ment was the fundamental doctrine of the Chris- 
Methodism held the idea of 


it was an idea secondary to that of the atonement, 
—His voluntary death, His absolute resurrection. 
The end of His mission was to die, —a prear- 
ranged, settled fact, a necessity in the economy 
of God, a government measure. What was the 
difficulty in the way of forgiving sin before an 
atonement was proposed! it was not merely in 
the moral condition, the personal corruption of 
man, but in his legal relations to the govern- 


ment of God. The penalty for sin was the great 


point, and the necessity of the pengity was the 
necessity of the atonement, provided God de- 
signed to pardon. It He was to forgive sin, He 
must name the penalty, for pardon was a re- 
mittal of the penalty. If God abandoned the 
penalty, He abandoned the only provision for ex- 
It was the exaction of the 
penalty that upheld a Government. Now, if 
there were a general forgiveness of sins, without 
any perialty, what would become of the Gem 
ernment? Hence the entire lack of any 
moral goverument in Unitarianism. It was 
God's love that provided the penalty,—His love 
for His precept,—and His lovefor His law and 
government provided an atonement. a sacrifice, 
when fic waived the penalty. Unitarianism re- 
duced the matter to a mere system of moral 
suasion. Without atenement there could be no 
government. God, according to this moral 
suasion theory, was represented as a weak 
Father, afraid to punish His boys, and pleading 
with them. Now, this wasn’t Methodism 
[Cries of Ob, no!“ but Unitarianism. God's 
eternal pledge was that all who would come to 
Him according to the Gospel plan should be 
saved, and the penaity removed, and to those 
who would not come His eternal pledge was 
that the penalty should remain. 

There was no more distinetly and purely theo- 
logical statement than this. Cd hath ex- 
hibited Christ asa declaration that God ean be 
just and de the justifier of him that believeth.’’ 
There was the pith of the whole matter. When 
a Governor was asked to pardon a criminal, he 
should consider the question of the effect of a 
pardon on the welfare of society. The power of 
reprieve was outside of the law; it rested with 
the Governor or President. God Almighty’s 
government was not so different from earthly 
governments as to allow us to think that love 
and pity were everytbing, and that the question 
of justice was nothing. Would God descend to 
a lower grade of moral rectitude than our 
Courts or our Governors? 
made Him do that when they too« away the atone- 
ment and made all depend on moral suasion. 
There was no mistaking the meaning of the 
word satisfaction. It was not a literal payment, 
but the substitntion of some means of paying a 
debt. Christ did not suffer the penalty literal- 
ly, but He made thé satisfaction for penalty, 
that God might be just and the justitier of him 
that believeth. 

‘There was one citation of Scripture to which 
he wished to call attention,—the pyohipition 
against drinking the blood of the sacrifices. 
When Christ gave His -blood, continued Dr. 
Hibbard, Ile gave His life, and His blood was 
the human representative of His life. He suf- 
fered, and gave His life, but He gave 
it as an atoucment and _ reconciliation 
between God and man. A8 the speaker 
considered it, God removed the legal obstruc- 
tion so that He might be just and the justifier 
of him that believeth. When that legal ob- 
struction was removed the law could be re- 
strained, and the penalty was in overation only 
where men rejected that atonement; then God's 
love flowed, there was no other obstruction; 
there was nothiug iu His eternal heart and dis- 
position that was an obstruction. Just as a pru- 
cent father coald not give a child everything he 
asked, so God, was restrained from granting 
a universal amnesty until the legal obstruction 
was removed. Cbrist came in und re- 
and when that was done 
there was nothing lacking but 
the sinner's repentance. It was througo the 
moral suasion of the Gospel that men were 
brought to repent, but when they felt repent- 
ance they were persuaded to accept the substi- 
tute and to believe that, by so doing, they 
should be pardoned, if they repented. 

Dr. Hibbard’s exposition of the subject 
seemed to enlighten them greatly, and during 
the singing of a hymn a ni@mber of them 
pressed around him, shook hands with him, 
and thanked him for what be had said.

PRESBYTERY. 
THE HOLLAND CHURCH. 

The Chicago Presbytery held an adjourned 
meeting in their rooms in McCormick Block 
yesterday morning. The Rev. W. C. Young, the 
Moderator, occupied the chair. 

The Rey. E. H?Sawers was granted a letter of 
dismissal to the Presbytery of Ottawa, where he 
desires to be examined for ordination. 

The Committee on Home Missions reported 
their conclusions in regard to the settlement of 
the Rev. 8. Rederus as pastor of the Holland 
Church. The Committee, through the Rev. J. 
M. Gibson, reported as follows: 

‘The llome Mission Committee having again con- 
sidered the condition of\the Holland Church, can- 
not see the way to recommend any appropriation 
trom the Home Mission fund, ut will interpose no 
objection to the settlement of Mr. Rederus in case 
the Presoytery is satiatied with the arrangements 
made oy tae church for his support. 

A report was read giving a statement from 
various members of the church and others 
showing that there is a serious split in the 
church, and that Mr. Rederus would teceive a 
very divided support. It appears that there are 
two factions in the church, and that any pastor 
who may be called would baye to encounter 
considerable opposition. 

Several of the members and Elders of the 
church were present, ang made various conflict- 
ing statements in their endeavors to clear up 
the matter. 

On motion of the Rer. R. W. Patterson, the 
guestion was divided, the first question being 
upon the. question of furnishing aid from the 
Home Mission fund. 

One of the Elders of the Holland Church 
stated that, so long as the pastor preached in the 
Holland language alone, there was no divis- 
ion, but that as soon as the services in the En- 
glish language in the eyeng commenced the 
dissensions sprung up. The faction in favor of 
Mr. Rederus, he said, would have to pav most 
of the salary, and, as they were in the majority, 
he demanded the ordipation of Mr. Rederus as 
a rignt. The previous pastor had been paid 
$600 salary formerly, but now in the hard times 
they could not pay more than 8400. Hence they 
ask for aid from the Home Mission fund. 

Ihe Rev. J. M. Worrall read a statement from 
the minority, which he claimed was made up of 
hard workers in the’ Sunday-school, who were 
entitled to a hearing in the case. 

the Rev. F. L. Patton deprecated the idea of 
taking any notice of a petition merely signed 
by teachers in the Sunday-school who baye no 
permanent interest in the church. 

The Rev. J. M. Gibson thought that the time 
of the Presbytery had been too long taken up 
with a matter whico should be scttled in a few 
minutes. Ihe qugstion was simply in regard to 
furnishing funds for the support of the church, 
und the Committee thought best to refuse the 
aid in view of the present dissensions. 

After considerable discussion the resolutions 
refusing aid were pages by a large majority. 

The question as fo the iustailation of Mr. 
Redcrus was laid on the table. 

The Rev. Mr, Rederus, being present, stated 
to the Presbytery that he could not accept the 
call on the small salary offered, and neither did 
he wish to be received as a member of the Pres- 
bvtery. 

The Rev. Messrs. Sage, of London Presbytery, 
Long, of Philadelphia, and Collison, of the Re- 
formed Episcopal Church, were ſuvited to sit as 
corresponding members. 

Messrs. John Irwin, from the Presbytery of 
New York, and George Knox, of Huntingdon, 
Pa., Presbytery, were received under the care of 
the Chicago Presbytery. 

The Rev. Messrs. Mitchell and Young were 
chosen as members of the Committee on Exam- 
ipations, in place of Mesers. Hagar and Thomp- 
son, who have left the Presbytery. 

An invitation was received from the Sixth 
Church to hold the annual meeting of the Pres- 
bytery in that place. The meeting will com- 
meuce the second Monday in April. 

Iu explanation of a motion to adjou®n for two 
weeks oniy, the Rey. W. C. Young, pastor of 
the Fullerton Avenue Church, stated that he 
had a call under consideration, and would per- 
haps ask the Presbytery to take some actioa 
tyereon. He also stated that his present teel- 
ings were in favor of remaining waere be is, but 
that the question was still open. 

Theymeeting accordingly adjourned for two 
weeks, to meet in the same place.

Reports of Broken Savings Banks— 
Judgments, New Suits, Ete. 


Some months ago Judge Farwell rendered a 
decision on the demurrer to the bill in the case 
of J. S. D. Ward, Receiver of the Republic Life- 
Insurance Company, vs. J. V. Farwell and the 
other stockholders of the Company. This was 
a bill to make the stockholders liable for the 
amount ot theirunpaid stock, but the Judge held 
the bill would not lie until after some settlement 
had been made of the affairs of the Company so 
that it could be ascertained how much the de- 
ficiency was which the stockholders would be 
compelled to make good. The attorneys for the 
Receiver took time to consider whether they 
would try to amend their bill, but aoparentiy 
they found it could not be successfully done, 
and yesterday they apvoeared in court and an- 
nounced that they elected to stand by their de- 
murrer. 

Judge Farwell then entered an order dismiss- 
ing the bill for want of equity, and the com- 
plainant took an appeal to the Appellate Court.

Closing the Saloons Sunday—New Pumping- 
Engine Wanted—Policeman Jones’ Case. 
The Council held a regular meeting last even- 

ing, Ald. Tuley in the chair. The only absentee 


was Lodding. 


TEMPERANCE. 

Ald. Cook, by consent, presented a petition, 
signed by the Catholic clergy and 15,000 others, 
headed by the name of Bishop Foley, asking 
that action be taken looking to the closing of 
saloons Sunday: also, an address, setting forth 
that the public welfare demanded a period of 
rest; that the opening of the saloons showed a 
contempt for the law, and a disregard of its 
wholesome restraints. The better class of galoon- 
keepers were favorable, if the closing were gen- 


eral. 
He moved that they be referred to the Com- 


mittee on Licenses, and hey were. 

Ald. Lawler, by consent, introduced a petition 
asking that an ordinance de passed requiring 
street railway companies to reduce single fares 
to three cents.

Why should the Coun- 
cil interfere with the discretion of the executive 
officers? His Honor found no excuse for this 
exceptional interference.

Ald. Cullerton moved that the order be pass- 
ed, notwithstanding the veto. 

Ald. MeCaffrey, who was on the Grand Jury, 
made a speech in which he said that the whole 
twenty-three voted for an indictment, and that 
on the evidence of Detective Elliott. He al- 
leged that there was an ‘undercurrent ”’ at 
work, baving beard that the case was a bad one, 
and that the witnesses were to be run off. 

Ald. Cary considered that the “discretion” of 
the Mayor had been abused, and it was for that 
reason that the Council interfered. The Super- 
jutendent bad done the decent th.ing.—re- 
lieved the officer from duty,—but the yor 
had restored him. Suppose it sbould turn out 
that Jones was guilty, what greater reproach 
could rest on Heath’s administration? In apy 
view, the restoration was au Outrage upon de- 
cency and propriety. 

Ald. Tuley said in his view it was epough for 
the Council to know that Jones was indicted for 
murder. ‘There had grown up an utter disre- 
gard of the requirements of the law on the part 
of the police and other officials.
